As the Jews of old looked forward to 
the new year, as the Anglos and 
Saxons looked forward to the festival 
of spring, and as many children in 
countries all over the world look for- 
ward to Christmas, the members of 
the Church of God look forward to 
the convening of its Annual Assembly. 
And this is not without reason for 


Qe of those past have very pleasant 


memories, memories of the meeting of 
friends and loved ones, memories of 
fellowship, memories of great mes- 
sages that lingered for months in the 
mind and finally became a part of 
the woof and warp of the laity and 
ministry of the Church. 

But the 39th Annual Assembly here 
at Columbus, Ohio, was something dif- 
ferent from any of its predecessors. 
To be sure, the crowd was not the 
largest. Its sessions were not domi- 
nated with fanfare and showmanship, 
nor was there evidence of self-reliance 
and self-righteousness. The outstand- 
ing characteristics were fellowship in 
devotion and fellowship in service. On 
the whole it was a portrayal of “The 
Church of God at work.” 

For weeks prior to the gathering at 
Columbus, different committees had 
been working on suggestions to pre- 
sent to the Assembly for a better 
organic structure that would better 
conserve the work of the organization 
as well as to provide for the great ex- 
pansion foreseen by its loyal and 
faithful workers. These committees 
were soon merged into the supreme 
council, who, with the same objective, 
labored in harmony to bring about 
the framework of a bigger and better 


ee. 
Many of the suggestions which came 


from the supreme council had their 
origin on the evangelistic field, or in 
the pastor’s study, and were sent in to 
the council for consideration. After 
careful and prayerful study they were 
passed on to the council in Columbus 
where the bishops assembled four 
days before the General Assembly 
convened. 

A greater Bishops’ Council has never 
been attended by the writer. The Spir-

and firm in their search for and set- 
ting forth of the truth of God’s Word 
as they saw it. The final decisions 
were made with such harmony that 
all could feel satisfied to say, “It 
seemed good to the Holy Ghost and 
to us.” 

The Assembly convened at the 
Memorial Hall, and from the very be- 
ginning the Lord gave us favor with 
the City of Columbus and with the 
State of Ohio. The opening service 
was addressed by Mayor Rhodes, who 
made his welcome very impressive. In 
his message he touched on juvenile 
delinquency and solicited the help of 
the Church in curbing this great evil 
which leaves its effects so strongly 
imprinted in future generations. The 
Chaplain of the Ohio State Senate 
also gave a very interesting address, 
paying tribute to the Church of 
God and the work that it was 
doing. The convention was also 
addressed by the Honorable John W. 
Bricker, Governor of Ohio. He, too, 
after paying tribute to the Church of 
God and the work that it was doing, 
asked the help of the Church in curb- 
ing juvenile delinquency. The entire 
Assembly was elated over his ap- 
pearance and his timely address. 

The keynote address of the General 
Assembly was given by A. V. Beaube, 
overseer of the State of Georgia. He 
gave figures to show what the As- 
sembly cost, and gave this cost as one 
of the reasons why we should not use 
the time lightly but in real service for 
the Master. 

The Rev. Synan, Assistant General 
Superintendent of the Pentecostal 
Holiness Church, was on the program 
and preached a very timely and in- 
spiring message. At several times dur- 
ing the message the entire congrega- 
tion were on their feet praising the 
Lord. These sermons by the visits from 
Interpentecostal groups are having a 
great weight in bringing a closer fel- 
lowship among the Pentecostal 
churches. And it is to be hoped that 
there will be more of it and a working 
agreement and fellowship may re- 
sult. 

Though removed far from its usual 
Southern setting, the music and sing- 
ing of the Assembly was not lacking. 


The good spiritual songs fairly rolled 
from a congregation whose hearts 
were full of the praises they sang. 
They proved that congregational sing- 
ing was not out of date as they were 
led by the able choral director, Whitt 
Denson. Brother Denson has directed 
class and choir singing for many years 
and can possibly get more singing out 
of an Assembly than any other di- 
rector we have had. The special sing- 
ing was also up to par. Prof. Oiis L. 
McCoy was able to sway the crowd 
with “When God Dipped His Love in 
My Heart” and other heart-touching 
numbers which were delivered in his 
very unique but impressive style. The 
Bible School Trio, whose work in the 
New England States has been a great 
blessing during the summer, was 
present and right in their place 
through the entire Assembly. Their 
singing was a great blessing to all who 
listened. The Kannapolis Quartet, the 
clear ringing voice of James McCoy, 
the golden voice of Conner Hall, and 
the deep bass of Bentley Robinson, 
were all very enjoyable. Yes, the sing- 
ing will also linger long in the hearts 
of those who attended this great As- 
sembly, and the echoes of its melody 
will continue to float through the hall 
of its memories. 

For many of us the Assembly meant 
a change in field of labor, new 
churches, new states, and new terri- 
tories, but on the whole I don’t think 
I ever saw people happier over their 
work than this year. The selection of 
a larger number of Assistants to 
represent the office of the General 
Overseer in six different divisions of 
the United States and Canada, left a 
large number of openings in the states 
to be filled. These were filled in a 
way that seemed to be satisfactory to 
all concerned and as the appoint- 
ments were read out a kind of satis- 
faction seemed to settle over the en- 
tire assemblage. All seemed to think 
of “working together with God” and 
for His Church. 

The Assembly closed with hand- 
shakes and good-byes, separating but 
looking for the next Assembly to be 
held one year hence. 


Those of the North expressed satis- 
faction and their hope that we would 
have the Assembly in the North again 
next year, and preferably Columbus. 





The person who walks over the ad- 
vice of brethren is treading on dan- 
gerous ground and is not far from his 
spiritual grave. 
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1 Sam. 20:3, “Truly as the Lord liv- 
eth, and as thy soul liveth, there is 
but a step between me and death.” 


More than thirty years ago C. A. 
Duncan, of Batesburg, S. C., had his 
coffin built from a choice pine log, dug 
his grave, cemented it and erected a 
tombstone reading: “You never can 
tell when your time will come.” 

Mr. Duncan was exactly right. We 
don’t know when our time is coming 
but when it does, one step and we are 
gone. He prepared so far as the coffin, 
grave, and tombstone were concerned, 
but, my dear friend, young and old, 
rich and poor, regardless of race, there 
is more to be considered about taking 
the last step than these three things. 

Too many, I fear, are like the 
wealthy old man who went to the pas- 
tor and secured his help in locating a 
burying lot. After it was located he 
said, “Now, I thank you. This is where 
I’ll soon be resting.” The minister 
asked, “But have you found a place for 
your soul to rest?” “No.” Then, tak- 
ing him by the arm, “Come in the 
chapel and find rest for your soul.” He 
did. 

This brings us to the first article di- 
vision of this tract which is “Last Step 
Taken Wrong.” 

AMBITION motivated a young man 
to leave his righteous uncle. He as- 
pired to be wealthy but he took the 
step that led him from God and the 
sacred altar to the well-watered plains 
of Jordan where the sun shone first 
on its circuit from the east. That 
sounds wonderful and appears to be a 
good choice. But, no! Never is a choice 
good that disregards the welfare of 
others and thinks of self only. And 
that’s the kind of choice Lot made. He 
thought only of himself and was will- 
ing for Abraham, his family, servants, 
and herds to starve to death. No sur- 
prise that he landed in Sodom, a town 
whose wickedness so angered God that 
He destroyed it by fire. Even though 
the prayers of his uncle saved him 
from the fire (Gen. 19), he was never 
associated with Abraham, the right- 
eous, any more. 

INGRATITUDE. Absalom was a very 
handsome young son of King David. 
His father was good to him and trust- 
ed him in many governmental matters 
but he proved a traitor, became an in- 
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Taking the Last Step 


surrectionist and tried to dethrone his 
father. As a result he hung by his 
long, glorious hair until Joab found 
him and killed him. (2 Sam. 18:10, 14.) 
If you want to take your last step in a 
tragic, humiliating, and disgraceful 
manner, mistreat your parents, es- 
pecially those who are Christians and 
God-fearing. Remember, young peo- 
ple, the first commandment with 
promise is to “obey your parents.” 

HATRED. There are plenty of 
criminals behind the bars, and some 
of them awaiting the day of execution, 
just because their associate compan- 
ions infuriated them about something 
and they took their lives. Words, dis- 
torted love, disappointed friendship, 
mistrust, jealousy, envy, disloyalty in 
domestic life, are responsible for some 
of the most tragic last steps. Cain 
killed his brother because he was 
jealous. 

DISRESPECT FOR GOD. Cain went 
out from God’s presence and I never 
heard of him returning. A young man 
in a revival service being conducted in 
Columbia, S. C., was enraged by an 
invitation to the altar by the evan- 
gelist, and said, “I’ll never come back 
to this damn place any more.” He did 
not. The pastor of that church, a 
few weeks after that statement was 
made, conducted his funeral. 

The rich young ruler (Matt. 19) 
came to Jesus, and said, “Good Mas- 
ter, what good thing can I do that I 
may inherit eternal life?” Jesus told 
him, but he turned away and went 
from Jesus and eternal life, never to be 
heard of again. 


BACKSLIDER. Disobedience has 
brought you to where you are, back- 
slider. Perhaps it was more the sin 
of omission, just failing to do what 
you knew you should have done, that 
has your heart burdened and your 
life almost in despair of hope. But 
now, it is the sin of commission that 
is so terrible. In other words, you, by 
staying away from church, Sunday 
School, and preaching services, and 
refusing to go back to the Lord, are 
committing a deliberate sin against 
your family, your community,. the 
church you left, yourself, and God. 
Remember it was Saul’s sins of dis- 
obedience that caused him to lose the 
kingdom. Your sins caused you to be 


out of the Church or kingdom of 
heaven. No matter how much you lay 
the responsibility on someone else, you 
are the responsible one. You took the 
first and last step from God. If you 
get back youw’ll take the first step bac 
to Him. 

An appeal is made to you in Matt. 
11:28 in these words: “Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest.” And Isaiah, 
55:6, says, “Seek ye the Lord while he 
may be found, call ye upon him while 
he is near.” And Mal. 3:7, “Return un- 
to me, and I will return unto you, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” 

Keep this text ever before you,@ 
“There is but a step between me and 
death,” and the following seven steps 
as a danger signal: The first step to- 
ward dishonor is the first theft; hu- 
miliation, the first deception; failure, 
the first drink; disaster, the first 
hypocrisy; hell, to withdraw into one’s 
self; wretchedness, the first selfish- 
ness; unhappiness, the first fear. 

My dear friend and wandering soul, 

don’t do like Saul who, just before tak- 
ing his last step, went to the witch. 
Go to the Lord Jesus. 2 Peter 3:9, “The 
Lord is not slack concerning his prom- 
ise, as some men count slackness; but 
is longsuffering to usward, not will- 
ing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance.” 

Your last step will land you in one 
or the other of these two places; Hell. 
Psa. 9:17, “The wicked shall be turned 
into hell, and all the nations that for- 
get God.” Heaven. John 14:3, “And if 
I go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye may 
be also.” 

Taking the Last Step Right. 

A wise man knows that the first 
step in the right direction is God. God 
is kis very life. In fact, Gen. 1:1, “In 
the beginning God,” and Eccl. 12:1, 
“Remember now thy. Creator in ~~ 
days of thy youth, while the evil days 
come not, nor the years draw nigh, 
when thou shalt say, I have no pleas- 
ure in them,” these go hand in hand. 

No one is ready to make any lap of 
this life’s journey until he is actually 
prepared for the last step or end. 
Abraham really wasn’t getting any- 


where until he started toward the 
land that God eventually showed him. 
On the journey he had God. When he 

arrived he had God, and so long as he 

lived he was God’s friend, and, of @ 
course, God was his friend. If God is 
your friend and you're a friend to God, co 
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you are ready to live or die. 
There are two phases of life. The 


first is mortal life which comes 
through the natural birth, St. John 
3:6, “That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit.” The second is im- 
mortal life and it comes through the 
new birth. St. John 3:3, “Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” 1 Peter 1:23, “Being born 
again, not of corruptible seed, but of 
incorruptible, by the word of God, 


which liveth and abideth forever.”: 


The first you and I had nothing to do 
with. The second we have. The first is 
a presentation to our family in this 
world. The second, a presentation to 
the Christian family in the kingdom 
of heaven. 

Here are the steps to the kingdom: 

1. Be convinced. St. John 3:1, 
“There was a man of the Pharisees, 
named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 
Jews: The same came to Jesus by 
night.” Acts 9:6, “He trembling and 
astonished said, Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?”— 

2. Be convicted. Acts 2:37, “When 
they heard this, they were pricked in 
their heart, and said unto Peter and 
to the rest of the apostles, Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” 

3. Call upon God. Rom. 10:13, “For 
whosoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved.” 

4. Confess. Rom. 10:9, “If thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved.” 


5. Repent with godly sorrow. Acts 
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2:38, “Repent and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 

6. Believe. Rom. 10:11, 12, “Whoso- 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the Greek: for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto all 
that call upon him.” 

7. The New Birth. St. John 1:13, 
“Which were born, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God.” 2 Cor. 5:17, 
“If any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature; old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” 
1 John 3:9, “Whosoever is born of 
God doth not commit sin; for his seed 
remaineth in him; and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” 

Now you have taken the step that 
has put you out of the world (John 
17:16) so far as being sinful, and at 
the same time landed you into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Don’t think of this thing of repen- 
tance as a light matter. Pledges, card- 
signing, church-joining, tithe-paying, 
church-attending are all good but you 
can do all of these without really hav- 
ing repented and being born again. 
You must confess, repent, forsake, 
make restitution or stay out of the 
kingdom. St. John 3:7, “Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be born 
again.” Luke 13:3, “Except ye repent 
ye shall all likewise perish.” 

The following endings are charac- 
teristic of every Christian’s last step: 
Balaam said, “Let me die the death of 
the righteous, and let my last end be 
like his,” Numbers 23:10. David said, 
“Mark the perfect man and behold the 
upright: for the end of that man is 
peace,” Psa. 37:37. Jesus said, “Who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me shall 
never die,” John 11:26. Paul said, “I 
am now ready to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. I 
have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith. 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give 
me at that day; and not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing,” 2 Timothy 4:6-8. The Holy 
Spirit said, “Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth: that they may rest from their 
labours; and théir works do follow 
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them,” Rev. 14:13. 


Your appointment is coming—per- 
haps around the corner, one mile 
down the road in your car, on the 
train, airplane, bus, ship; while you 
are eating, sleeping, or sitting with 
your family. You may linger in sick- 
ness for weeks and you may not have 
time to give one parting word when 
you take the very last step. If not, 
what about it? 


With the request that you _ seek, 
find and keep my Saviour with you, I 
give you the following scriptures and 
say, “Watch your step.” 1 Sam. 20:3, 
“Truly as the Lord liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, there is but a step  be- 
tween me and death.” Psa. 37:23, 
“The steps of a good man are ordered 
by the Lord: and he delighteth in his 
way.” Rom. 6:23, “For the wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” Heb. 9:27, “It is appointed unto 
man once to die, but after that the 
judgment.” John 3:16, “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 





have everlasting life.” Where are 
your steps taking you? 
Error may be presented in such 


a way as to look like truth at first 
sight, but upon close inspection it has 
no resemblance. Therefore, it pays 
to examine any and all things before 
swallowing them.

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The story and truthfulness of 
Jonah and his adventure with the 
whale (the Bible does not use this 
word but rather a big fish) is to many 
a myth. It is purely legendary and 
may have a lesson but it did not ac- 
tually happen, say the modernists. 
But to every genuine, born-again, 
Spirit-filled child of God such is in- 
deed not so. Every true Christian can 
place utmost faith in the veracity of 
this story of Jonah. To do so is by 
the highest court, where all mist and 
fog is cleared away, and that court is 
“The Lord Jesus Christ” who puts the 
approval on the authenticity of the 
book and happenings of Jonah. If 
Jesus believed that Jonah had this 
experience, it cannot be questioned for 
a moment. He is the Light and in Him 
there is no darkness ait all, for was He 
not the Almighty God manifest in the 
flesh, spokesman and declaration of 
God to all mankind? He is the WAY, 
the TRUTH, and in Him is no lie. The 
world clings to too many fables as it 
is, pinning their faith to beliefs of 
men which are carrying them to swift 
destruction and perdition. 

Notice first, Jonah is a type of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in His death, burial 
and resurrection, Matt. 12:40, for the 
Lord Jesus Himself refers to this dis- 
obedient prophet’s experience as be- 
ing the sign and only sign given that 
wicked and adulterous generation. 
Matthew 17. 

Then notice also, Jonah is figura- 
tive of the Jews who will witness to 
Gentile nations during the tribulation 
period. One man, Judas, sold the Lord 
for thirty pieces of silver and yet God 
refers to this as though “they,” the 
Jews, sold Him. 

Further notice, that he could easily 
be a picture of every “Jonah” (back- 
slider) who goes to Joppa (pleasant 
world) and has this fish (seminary) 
experience before he learns it is bet- 
ter to obey than to disobey. 

In this threefold aspect we will 
deal with the story of Jonah. To do 
the will of God at all times commands 
and demands full renunciation of 
SELF. Herein lies the hindrance to 
many to follow the Lord. It is either 
all or none. God takes no half-measure 
dedication. Truly it is a heavy duty 
in consecration wholly but the com- 
pensation is immeasurable, here and 
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hereafter. 

The first word of the Lord to Jonah 
was “arise.” Shall not we take this 
for today and arise from our com- 
placency of too busy with the cares of 
this world, and leap to service for the 
Lord? Then God said, “Go,” and even 
this might not have been so bad for 
Jonah, but then came the word “Nine- 
veh” and that was not so pleasant. 
Joppa sounded much better. Nineveh 
was a flourishing Gentile center and 
thus any Jew was not willing to take 
the message of judgment there. We 
will so often consider any place but 
the place the Lord God calls. 

God sees evil in large places as well 
as small places. But one thing we see 
here, that God’s judgments never 
come without warning before the ex- 
ecution of His wrath. Even when the 
devil comes down (Revelation 12) the 
“woe, woe, woe” falls upon the ears 
of the earth people that they might 
know what to expect. But... Jonah 
rose up to flee. What a roundabout 
way he took before he finally reached 
Nineveh! What a peculiar experience! 
What a horrible place, yet God kept 
him alive in the belly of hell. Yes, so 
many professing folk today will evade 
the route set out by the Lord and try 
detours, but God in His plan will pre- 
serve even in this in order to see His 
final plan fulfilled. 

God said, “Arise,” but Jonah fled! 
God said “walk” but Jonah sailed. God 
said “west” but Jonah went east. 
Jonah was safer, so he found later, 
on the streets of Nineveh than he was 
on board the ship going to Tarshish. 
And is it not true that God cares for 
His own in the camp of the enemy if 
sent there by Him? 

The Scripture says, “But the Lord 
sent out a great wind into the sea and 
there was a mighty tempest so that 
the ship was about to be broken.” God 
does not care a “whit” for a broken 
ship. It means nothing to Him, but He 
has to break the ship in order to break 
our wills. May it be thus today. He 
broke the vessel Jeremiah saw and 
made a new one. God gave His best in 
Christ for us, and He wants the best 
in return. God can bring us safely 
home even though the masts are torn 
and the ship is wrecked. He did it far 
Paul and some two hundred seventy- 
six souls with him. Acts 27. 
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The mariners on the ship that@ 


Jonah took were used to storms. It 
was their common experience. Prob- 
ably this storm was very destructive 
and fear fell upon them. There was a 
reason for it, however. It did not “just 
happen.” Things in God’s plan never 
just happen, they are divinely or- 
dered. Every one of the mariners be- 
came panic-stricken. The boat was a 
scene of consternation. One of them 
went down into the hold of the ship 
and to his surprise he found a sleep- 
ing Hebrew unawakened by the storm 
and terror of his fellow creatures. 
None of these knew God but were idol 
worshippers. There was only one man 
on that boat who held the key to the 
situation and only one who could si- 
lence the situation. Is not this typical 
of Him who looked upon the rolling 
sea of human lives and took the 
plunge into its depths to rescue us 
from the jaws of eternal death? Could 
not He say, in the language of Jonah, 
“All thy billows and waves swept over 
me”? 

Jonah is hardly awake till he is 
asked ‘questions. Outside is the roar of 
the tempest-tossed sea. No minute is 
to be lost for every minute spells dan- 
ger and a watery grave. Down in 
Jonah’s heart is a feeling of guilt and 
consciousness of disobedience and he 
knows that God is in the storm to re- 
mind him of his position. They get 
one confession from him. He says, “I 
am an Hebrew, one of Jehovah’s peo- 
ple. I cannot hide it.” (Remember 
Paul’s cry on the castle stairs, “I am 
verily a man that am a Jew.”) This 
is not all that Jonah said either. Not 
only that he was a Hebrew, but that 
he feared Jehovah that made the sea 
and the dry land. 

Note what followed ‘his confession. 
“Then were the men. exceedingly 
afraid and said, Why have ye done 
this?” Even they saw that Jonah had 
dealings with the most high God. Na- 
tions are bound some day to acknowl- 
edge that God’s hand is upon the Jew. 
He is God’s time clock and barometer 
of events, if you please. Now, as Jonah 
held the key here so the Jew today 
holds a big key, especially that he 
controls the world’s wealth. As one 
great Jew said, “Let me control the 
wealth, and I care not who makes the 
laws.” 
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@; While Joseph was in the dungeon of 


gypt, God was preparing a throne 
for him. To Jacob he was dead, he 
never expected to see him again. To 
the mariners Jonah was dead. They 
had thrown him overboard at his own 
request. They saw the billows swallow 
him up. The storm became calm. Our 
Lord was swallowed up by the billows 
of God and earth closed her bars 
about Him. Peace came to human 
hearts through Him. But He died and 


@: world witnessed it. The spices were 


rought to embalm His lifeless body. 
His friends went* home sorrowful. 
Their only hope was gone. Soldiers 
guarded the sealed tomb. Hades held 
a strange prisoner. But lo! the third 
day He arose and led captivity cap- 
tive and gave gifts unto men. As Jon- 
ah was in the belly of the whale for 
three days and three nights, so was 
the Son of man three days and three 
nights in the earth. This one sign of 
the death, burial, and resurrection of 
Christ was given by Himself through 
the sign of the prophet Jonah. 

God not only sent the storm but He 
prepared a great fish to swallow 
Jonah. He was ready for the emer- 
gency as Jonah made the plunge into 
the roaring waters. To doubt the 
veracity of this story is to doubt Jesus. 
“Then Jonah prayed.” When he was 
on the ship everybody was praying 
but him and now he was alone where 
God could talk to him. Saul of Tarsus, 
the most bigoted of all Pharisees, cer- 
tainly prayed before his conversion. 
But after the Damascus road inci- 
dent, it is said of him, “Behold, he 
prayeth.” God knows when real 
prayer is made! 

Some things are only made real by 
experience. The chastening of God

Jews of their idolatry. They were 
carried into captivity and have never 
since been idol worshipr,rs. The Jew- 
ish disciples would not have dared to 
worship Christ as a man if they had 
not been sure of His deity. In the end 
time the Jews will witness to the Gen- 
tile nations. They will recognize the 
One whom they have pierced and 
proclaim Him Lord of all. As Jonah 
(being a Jew) preached to the Gen- 
tiles of Nineveh, so is he a type of all 
Jewry in the last days. 


e The Scripture saith, “May the 
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bones that thou hast broken rejoice.” 
If we go away from the Father’s 
house, we may expect to be in want. 
Naomi went out full, but she said, 
“The Lord hath brought me home 
empty.” The prodigal said one good 
thing about his home which was not 
made real to him before he left. It 
was a good confession. “How many of 
my father’s hired servants have 
bread enough and to spare, and I per- 
ish with hunger.” It had been some 
time since he had been home, yet he 
had confidence as to his father’s fi- 
nancial standing. We always know 
that our God has enough. His gran- 
aries are full! Any child of God that 
will remain in God’s house will be 
cared for. To stray away will mean 
want and sorrow. 


“IT am cast out of thy sight. Never- 
theless I will look again toward thy 
holy temple.” It was a good thing for 
Jonah that he knew to where to look. 
It is perhaps strange that Jonah knew 
the directions. He had no compass. 
But we know by God’s Spirit that we 
can look to Him in His abiding place, 
regardless of where we may be. There 
was great blessing to those who would 
pray toward the temple. Reference is 
made to Solomon’s prayer at the ded- 
ication of the temple and elsewhere. 
Jonah’s prayer was prophetic. In his 
closing words he said, “I will pay 
that I have vowed.” In the first place, 
Jonah must have had an inkling that 
he was going to get out from the iron 
bars, as it were. Our gracious God al- 
ways tempers justice with mercy, 
otherwise one complete failure on our 
part would mean complete cutting off. 


Jonah then uttered the remarkable 
words, “Salvation is of the Lord.” 
God surely convinced him of it. From 
where else would and could salvation 
come? Salvation is of God through 
Christ. God was in Christ reconciling 
the world unto Himself. Salvation was 
of the Jews for it came through them 
and Him who was the seed of David. 
Jonah in his preaching to Nineveh re- 
ferred to Israel being brought out of 
Egypt and up to the Red Sea. But 
still deliverance did not become com- 
plete. It was not enough to get out 
of the land, but there must be a di- 
viding line. There was no song of de- 
liverance until redemption by power 
was accomplished. Israel looked back 
and the Egyptians followed hard up- 
on them. The Lord said, “Stand still 
and see the salvation of the Lord.” 
By him deliverance was attained and 
the enemy perished. How did Jonah 


get out of the fish? His time was al- 
most ready to be released (as was 
Jesus in the tomb). The next thing 
was that God spoke to the fish. God 
opened the prison bars and Christ 
came out and “salvation” was com- 
plete. 

The fish vomited Jonah upon dry 
land. How God spoke to the fish we 
do not know, but we do know God is 
certainly able to speak to any of His 
creation. The whale swam for the 
shore. A sickness was upon him be- 
cause of the strange thing he had in 
his stomach. He could not digest 
Jonah, nor can the world digest a 
backslider for he is unhappy with 
God. Dry land always speaks of 
safety. Israel went through the sea 
as by dry land. The ark rested upon 
dry land and God dried the earth. 
Water typifies judgment also. Doubt- 
less the first thing that Jonah said 
when he bounded out on dry land was, 
“Praise the Lord!” 

He had no sooner landed than the 
word of the Lord spoke to him. “Now 
the word of the Lord came to Jonah 
the SECOND TIME.” How wonderful 
that God will speak more than once 
in order to get one of His children to 
obey. He speaks, not only once but 
several times, until we are left alone 
to try our own resources. God said of 
Ephraim, “Let him alone, he is joined 
to his idols.” Woe unto any of us 
today when God says that about us. 
How true it is that we have idols even 
yet today. 


The word of the Lord was the same 
as it was before he boarded the ship 
to escape. There was no change in the 
program, no softening of the tones. 
That command was, “Arise, go!” 
Where? “To Nineveh.” God did not 
change His mind. Be assured, child of 
His, that where He says to work that 
is the place and nowhere else. Where 
you are called be sure that is the place 
you must labor if you will prosper in 
the ministry and be blessed. So to 
Nineveh, the wicked Gentile city, 
Jonah preached the preaching that 
God bade him. Jonah was not paid to 
talk. He was not a salaried preacher. 
We know too many preachers are just 
paid preachers, and what they preach 
is a governor of what they receive and 
from whom, as a rule. Too often we do 
not preach and teach with boldness 
for we fear the material payments for 
service. We fear to hurt those who 
have the material wherewithal and 
support the church. But it is better in

NEW WORK IN MALABAR, 
SOUTH INDIA 


One of our workers had started a 
new work in a small way at Kalpathi, 





near Palghat in the Malabar district, 
about 150 miles northwest of head- 
quarters, and he has urged us to help 
in it. For some time we felt we could 
not take it up, for different reasons, 
but recently a revival started. Souls 


have been saved, the sick healed and 7@ 


number delivered from demon-posses- 
sion in the name of Jesus. Two, who 
were Roman Catholics, were baptized 
in water, the first fruits of that work. 


Not long after this baptismal serv- 
ice another was baptized in water. 
Following is a quotation from a letter 
written by an evangelist who helped 
there: “Since coming to Palghat on 
the 23rd of May I have had blessed 
services for the Master in various 
ways, in one of which the Lord won- 
derfully guided. The brethren were in 
touch with a Hindu called Raman 
Pillai, whom I chanced to visit in his 
house. He was a merchant in the 
heart of the Palghat town, two miles 
away from Brother Vereghese’s place. 
He came and spent last night with us, 
coming at 11:00 p. m., since he gen- 
erally closes his store late. 


“We spent the time with the Lord 
and His Book until 2:00 a. m., and be- 
fore he went to sleep he said that he 
would tell us at 4:00 a. m. whether he 
was prepared for baptism. Very early 
this morning he rose and said, ‘Jesus 
has been after me for the last twelve 
years, and this morning I will not go 
to the store till I have followed the 
Lord in water baptism.’ So early at 
8:30 a. m. we had another baptismal 
service in Kalpathi River, and he is 
now named Brother Abraham. Praise 
the Lord! His wife and her relatives 
are against him so please remember 
him and his family in your daily 
prayers.” 


At this station they have been 
meeting in a rented house as they had 
no other meeting place, but they were 
planning on putting up a small shed 
on another’s property. Since we can 
see the Lord is leading in the opening 
up of this work, we feel encouraged 
and have been stirred to do something
